S tatistics w ere quoted showing farm - 
j prs had been selling cotton below coEt 
of production, 
which w ent to prove 
th a t the economic conditions of this 
country w ere in som e way wrong. 
S tatistic s w ere also quoted show ing 
th a t every organized m ovem ent tow ard 
the holding of cotton for th e last 25 
years has result* d in higher prices for 
the farm ers. 
And every tim e these 
organized efforts have failed to o p er­ 
ate. th ere has been a slum p in the 
price, and a t no tim e in th e last 25 
years has cotton sold for as much as 
IO cents a pound, without some o rg an ­ 
ized effort to m a rk e t the cotton slowly. 
The Bonded W arehouses and F ederal 
Reserve B anks are ready to su stam 
the utilization of these facilities, coup­ 
led with th e production of such crops 
aa are needed for consum ption on th e 
farm , or self-sustaining system of a- 
g ric u ltu re o u g h t to enable the farm ers 
to fix a reaso n ab le price on th eir cot­ 
ton and be aide to secure it. 
I his y ears crop which will be ab o u t 
a 13 million bale crop, a t 35 cen ts a 
pound w hich will be ju st ab o u t th e cost 
of production this year, will am o u n t to 
tw o billion, 
tw o hundred and seventy- 
five million dollars. 
T he sam e cotton 
crop selling a t 20c a pound will be b u t 
one billion, th re e hundred million, or a 
difference of nine hundred and seventy- 
five million. 
T he m a n u fa c tu re r of cotton goods 
is selling hiB products on th e basis of 
65 c e n t cotton. 
Somebody is going to 
g e t the benefit and Mr. Davis th o u g h t 
it w a s n 't hard to guess who. 
N ine hundred seventy-five million 
dollars in th e hands of the fa rm e rs 
would be a very g re a t aid in helping 
them pay th eir debts, 
buy L iberty
